(HJSTCIM-HOUSE AG ENTS ORDINANCE 


No. 20 of IR2T>. 


An Ordinance to provide lor llie licensing of 

Custom-House Airenfs. 


RE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner lor Palestine, 
with (lie advice ol* the Advisory Counril thereof:— 


I. Tliis Ordinance mav be cited as the Custom-House Short Title*. 
Agents Ordinance, llto. 


2. The Director of Customs, Excise ami Trade (hereinafter 
referred to as the Director) may from lime to time by Order 
published in the Ollieial Gazette, ap|>nmt and declare ii; what 
places persons acting as agents in the entry or clearance of any 
ships, or of any goods or baggage or in any business relating 
thereto, are required to he duly licensed for llie purpose. 


3. (1) The Director may grant licences in the form con¬ 

tained in the Schedule hereto to such persons as lie thinks lit, 
to act as agents for transacting business (‘(dating to the entry or 
clearance of any ship, or of any goods or baggage, in any of the 
places so appointed.

(2) The Director may by Order revoke any such 
licence on account of lie* fraud or misconduct of the licensee; 
and a copy of such Order stating the cause of revocation shall 
he delivered to the licensee or to his clerk or al his usual place 
of abode or business.

a bond to be given by every person to whom the licence is 
granted, with two different sureties in the sum of £E. 100 or 
such other security as the Director approves, for the faithful and 
honest conduct of such person and of his clerks acting for him, 
both as regards the Gustonis and his employers. 


5. (1) A licence shall {>e valid for a period of one year, 

hut shall tie renewable. Application for renewal shall he made 
on or before the first day qt January fti each year.

(ti) An annual foe of £K. 5 shall be payable on the 
issue of li e licence. 


(.‘It The Director may cancel any licence in respec! of 
which I he annual Iee remains unpaid .‘tft days after it becomes due.

ti. ( I) Any person so licensed may, with the approval of 
the Collector or officer in charge of Customs, appoint a clerk or 
servant to transact such business on his behalf: and the name, 
residence and dale of appointment of the clerk or servant shall 
I hereof M.*n be endorsed on such persons licence and shall lie 
signed by him in the presence of the Collector or officer in 
charge of Co. toms at the place 1 for which the licence is granted. 


(2) All such appointments shall he recorded in a 
register to be kept at the office of the Director for that purpose. 

(3) No person shall act as such clerk or servant 
unless so appointed, and unless his appointment has been 
endorsed ami recorded, or act for or on hehalf of any other than 
the person so ap|>uinting him: and the l)in*ctor may at any time 
by Order revoke any such appointment.

7. (1 ) If, at any place where persons acting as agents for 

transacting any business relating to the clearance of any sl'i, » or 
goods or luggage are required to In; licensed, any person nol so 
licensed, or not being the duly appointed clerk to any person so 
licensed, acts as agent or clerk, or if any person, whether so 
licensed or appointed or not, makes or causes to he made entry 
of any goods without being duly authorised for that purpose by 
the proprietor or consignee of the goods, lie shall, for every 
offence, be liable to a line not exceeding £K. oft:

(2) This} Section shall not apply to any person autho¬ 
rised by Ordinance lo pass entries, nor to any merchant inqiorter 
or consignee of any goods acting himself in respect thereof, nor 
to any clerk or servant employed by him exclusively.

8. Where any person makes application to an officer of 
Customs to transact any business on behalf of any other person, 
the olticer may require the applicant to produce a written autho¬ 
rity from the person on whose behalf the application is made, 
and in default of the production of such authority may refuse to 

transact the business.
